Report of School Board. 


Another year has gone and the time arrived for the customary 
report from your School Board. The year has been one of un- 
eventful progress. ‘The schools have been under competent teach- 
-ers and have, on the whole, done well. We had the misfortune to 
lose two of our teachers, who had positions offered them in graded 
schools, but were also fortunate in securing substitutes to fill their 
places. It seemed best to your Board at the close of the school 
year to dispense with the services of a Superintendent. It did not 
seem that we were getting a benefit commensurate with the expense. 

All things considered, the Board thought best to make some 
changes in the heating apparatus and furnaces have been installed 
in two of the Schools. At the East more seating room was needed, 
and the removal of the stove gives all that is necessary at present. 

A contract was made, in accordance with the vote taken at the 
school meeting, with the city of Portsmouth to pay the tuition, of 
High School scholars. 

We have had enrolled twenty-two scholars, making an outlay 
of $1,100. The most of them show a good attendance and schol- 
arship, but we would suggest that children should not be hurried 
into the High School too young, before they are mentally and phys- 
ically prepared. 

In this connection your Board thinks an advanced school at the 
Centre would greatly enhance the efficiency of the schools, and 
would urge it to. your consideration. Some changes have been 
made in the books, and at the present time the schools are well 
supplied with books and apparatus. 

It has been the Board’s aim to have the best and not spare ex- 
pense when needed, and still not purchase things of doubtful utility.
